The city now has in (he neighborhood 
f two thousand feet ot old rubber hOEO 
which has been in service for eight or 
me years— too good to throw away, yet 
ot strong enough to stand tho irregular 
rcssure of a steam fire engine. In the 
pinion of many conversant with hose 
nd tho service required of it iu connee- 
lon 
with 
the 
water 
works 


much o( this old hose possesses sufl 
;oient strength to Btand the pressure ro- 
uired. For the purpose of testing this 
.\oory Chief Engineer Blunt, last eve- 


, caused one thousand feet of the 


Idest hose in tho department to be 
osted by attaching it to fire hydrants. 
'ho oast side hoso company attached 
wo 
leads 
of 
250 
feet each to a 


tore hydrant at tho corner of North Main 
street and Prospect avenue; the west 
ide company attadhed similar leads to 
jydrants in front of their house on North 
4i?er street, both companies using one- 
nob nozzles. Tho water pressure at the 
pump was 1'20 pounds, and Engineer 
Yilhams informed a Gazette reporter 
hat the pressure at the hydrant was 
about 110 pounds. Each company had 
5ve lengths of hose berated, the remain- 
der standing the pressure in very good 
shapo. Four very handsome streams cf 
water was tho result of the test. Accord- 
ing to tho rules of figuring such tests, 
the streams varied from 120 to 130 feet'vtr 
iioal and from 150 to 170 feet horizontal as 
tbo lines of hose were shortened up by 
the breaks. The test, while it was not 
intended Cor an exhibition of the capacity 
for throwing water, was nevertheless on 
exhibition of four very fine firo streams, 
'ndicating something of what may be 
expected when the regular display takes 
place. 


So far as tho hose test was concerned, 


it was very satisfactory. Nearly all the 
breaks occurred near the couplings, and 
easily accounted for it not anticipated 
boTore the test. It is safe to say that 
muoh of the hose possesses sufficient 
strength to bo of service in the future 
with the water works, especially when 


ji lines are required.
